Philadelphia has been for many 


years at the mercy of one of the most 
corrupt and defiant political rings 
since the days of Tweed. Apparent- 
ly having no further confidence in 
the usual means by which citizens 
free themselves from such thralldom 
certain good people of that city, large- 
ly ministers and church women, set 
aside last Tuesday as a day of prayer 
for their-town's redemption, offering 
their supplications with peculiar fer 
vor in behalf of the mayor. 


Of course this is all very well, WB 


the question arises whether they were 
praying for the right people. The 
fact seems to be that in Philadelphia 
as generally 
ruption nourishes largely'because on 
slection day the political powers oi 
darkness can couat .with reasonable 
certainty either oa the' votes of the 
"better dement," including of course 
the churchmen, or on the probability 
that these will not vote at all. The 
trouble ,#itfl these Philadelphia 
pie is that they are praying too late 
in the day and praying for the wrong 
siiing and people. If they had done 
!&eir praying before election day and 
had earnestly prayed for courage to 
do their full duty as citizens on that 
Dccasion, it is probable that the evils 
for whose removal they are now pe- 
titioning would be nonexistent. 


"We can only watch and pray," 


says one of their appeals to the pub- 
lic. Now prayer without faith is a 
hollow mockery and faith without 
works Js vain."Watching," moreover, 
does not mean "rubbering" on sus- 
pected city officials nor does it mean 
acting merely as an interested ob- 
server. The Lord helps those that 
help themselves. Citizens in Phila- 
delphia and elsewhere who have not 
worked as zealously and persistently 
for the right as the ring does for the 
wrong have no business to fold their 
hands and cast their burden on the 
Lord. 


la every community, fortunately, 


the good citizens outnumber the bad, 
and if the government is evil the for- 
mer are in the long run responsible. 
If these vote right they will not lay 
themselves open to the criticism of 
praying wrong. The efficacy of prayer 
may or may not be established, but 
it is hard to see why people should 
expect an answer to prayers for some- 
thing which they can and ought to 
obtain for themselves.
